W AsHINGTON, December 7.—[Special. ]—Mr. 
Speaker Crisp it is! 

The fight was long and bard-contested ; 
but never for an instant did the peerless 
Georgian lose his equipoise, nor doubt the 
success of his candidacy. 

The proudest men in the capital tonight 
are the members of the Georgia delegation 
who stood by their colleague, Messrs. 
Blount and Livingston, in particular, are 
being warmly complimented for the part 
they took in the campaign. 

The Popular Revolution. 

When, one year ago, Charles F. Crisp 
announced his candidacy for the speaker- 
ship of the fifty-second congress, the people 
had not recovered from the surprise of the 
popular revolution against the creatures of 
Wall street. The New York democracy had 
just won a victory in city politics despite 
the antagonism of the mugwump democrats. 
The revolution was so sweeping that party 
leaders were at sea, and the contest for the 
speakership dragged along without incident. 
True, Roger Q. Mills was in the race, but no 
one dreamed of his success. He practically 
gave it up in the early summer. It was not 
until he paid a visit to New York, 
three months ago, that his | campaign was 
given any prominence. Suddenly he discovered 
that tariff reform was the only issue before 
the country; that free coinage was a snare 
and a delusion, though he was on record as 
one of its strongest champions; and that the 
demands of the farmers for relief were but 
the cries of people who knew not what they 
wanted. The relegation of free silver to the 
rear carried with it all legislation of kindred 
character, and meant the committal of the 
democratic party to war with the farmers of 
the land. 

The Forces Arrayed Against Crisp. 

It was not surprising, therefore, when The 
New York Times, the mugwump organ, 
which has consistently slandered democratic 
candidates, became the champion of Mils’s 
candidacy. William F. Vilas, one of Cleve- 
land’s cabinet, then fell into line, fol- 
lowed by Don M. Dickinson, another 
relic from the wreck + of 1888. 
Even Thomas F, Bayard sent 
up Mr. Causey from Delaware to. work for 
Mills. William R. Morrison,\another Cleve- 
land appointee, appeared on the field, and 
plotted treason against his own state’s can- 
didate, Mr. Springer. Thus, notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Cleveiand’s denial that he was 
taking any part in the race, the evidence 
gathered is that the old guard was on 
hand to help Mills out. 

Mr. Crisp’s Backbone. 

Mr. Crisp was slow to believe, and 
hardly believes yet, that Mr. . Cleveland 
should have lent himself to such a scheme, 
notwithstanding the fact that four candi- 
dates with strong personal followings were 
Strayed against him; that the whole 
power of the late democratic administration 
Was pressed against him; that one elected 
democratic member of his own delegation, 
Tom Watson, hed betrayed his state, Mr.

courtesy, and put his trust in the sober 
judgment of the democracy. Although he 
was @® more intelligent Jeader of tariff re-

The cut by innuendo was taken up by the 
mugwump organs, and every effort was 
made to discredit the Georgian. 
In Spite of the Whole Crowd. 

The result has been reached. Mr. Crisp 
will be speaker of the fifty-second con- 
gress. Dickinson and Vilas and Morrison, 
and The New York Times may now retire, 
and the genuine democracy will take 
charge of the old ship of state. The in- 
troduction of Mr. Crisp into the speaker- 
ship today portends equally sensible action 
at the next democratic national conven- 
tion, and insures the election of a demo- 
cratic president in 1892. 

The Georgia Colony in Ecstacy. 

The Georgia colony is in ecstacy to- 
is the 
subject of unmeasured praise. Had Mr. 
Blount been a small man he would have 
sulked because his junior colleague had 
such exalted ambition. But no. Mr. 
Blount, talking to your correspondent to- 
night, said: 

“I supported Mr. Crisp first, because he 
is worthy of the office. I supported him 
second, because I am a Georgian, and I 
will never miss a chance to advance the 
position of my state. I have but a poor 
opinion of the man who feels not a thrill 
of pride as honors press upon those who 
are his neighbors and friends.” 

Mr. Blount not only loyally supported 
his colleague, but he did effective work 
among many, who, for certain reasons, 
might have strayed off to Mills. 

The Lone Benedict Arnold. 

In striking contrast with Mr. Blount, 
stands the lean figure of Tom Watson. 
Elected as a democrat, through a demo- 
cratic nomination which he has grossly be- 
trayed, while Georgians were intensely in- 
terested in the success of their candidate, 
Watson stood off among strangers and 
leered at his countrymen. When one vote 
might have brought to Georgia the honor 
which her sous craved, this recreant demo- 
crat, with a dishonored democratic com- 
mission in his hands, false to the pride 
of his. state, stood off among the 
enemies of Georgia, 

Georgia’s True Alliancemen. 

How different was the attitude of Messrs. 
Livingston, Everett, Winn, Lawson and 
Moses. All true alliancemen, they did not 
forget that they were Georgians, nor the 
duty which they owed their mother state. 
Elected as democrats, they knew that, hold- 
ing their places honorably in the ranks of 
their party, they could do more to advance 
the cause of the farmers than by consort- 
ing with the hybrids who have neither name 
nor habitation. Colonel Livingston, especially, 
as president of the Georgia alliance, did 
much towards undoing Watson’s pernicious 
work among the alliance members, and was 
the means of bringing most of them to 
the democratic caucus. In this manner 
they have earned the right to such com- 
mittee representation as will enable them 
to have the demands of the alliance con- 
sidered properly. 

What the Georgia Members Say. 

I looked up the Georgia members as best 
I could, among the crowds which crowded 
the Metropolitan tonight. They were all 
overjoyed. Said Mr. Lester: 

‘“‘T am swimming in aseaof glory. Geor- 
gia has captured the prize. Oh, for some 
of Savannah's artillery punch to celebrate 
it.” 

Mr. Turner: ‘Georgians should all feel 
proud of-the position which their state oc- 
cupies today. The battle has been worthily 
won.”’ 

Mr. Moses: ‘“‘I believed in Crisp from the 
first. His election is a good beginning for 
the cause of the people. The money in- 
fluence was arrayed against him, which was 
enough to array alliancemen for him.’’ 

Mr. Livingston: “I have acted for the 
best interest’ of Georgia, the alliance and 
democracy. The democracy is the party 
of the people. The people have recently 
formulated some demands, which the de- 
mocracy, by the electiou of Mr. Crisp, has 
decided shall be fairly discussed. Of the 
result of that discussion I have no fear. 
There must be financial relief, and I am 
sure that the democratic party will not 
pass the opportunity by.” 

Mr. Blount: “It was Georgia’s royal day, 
and Crisp is her princely son.” 

Mr. Everett: “The place for Georgians 
is Georgia, and the post of honor is the 
maintenance of state prestige. As an alli- 
anceman, I am proud of Crisp.” 

Mr. Lawson: “I am from old Putnam, 
where fidelity to principle and truth is the 
first law. Crisp’s election puts Georgia in 
the proudest position she has occupied since 
Toombs’s eloquence thusidered through the 
halls of the senate.”’ 

Mr. Winn: “It is an alliance victory. 
There were the men from Wall street on 
every corner fighting Crisp. The election 
of Mills meant the strangling of financial 
legislation; the election of Crisp means 
that the democracy is again the party of 
the people.” 

Senator Colquitt Enthusiastic. 

Senator Colquitt could hardly express his 
feelings:

HOW THE RESULT WAS REACHED. 


A Graphic Description of the Fight Which 
Made Crisp Speaker. 

WASHINGTON, December 7,—|Special.]—At 
9:45 0’clock tonight the battle of the ballots 
ended ina victory for Charles F. Crisp, of 
Georgia, and for the coming two years he will 
preside over the national house of repre 
sentatives. 

Thirty ballots were required to place him in 
nomination in the democratic caucus, and the 


headquarters of Crisp, was swamped in a crush 
of people rushing in to tender their congratula- 
tions. 

He cheerfully, but composedly, advised his 
friends to wait until the other two votes were 


| secured. 


The Gallant Bourke Cochran. 

It was only a few moments later when 
Bourke Cochran rushed in and fell upon the 
Georgia candidate, announcing that the final 
result had been reached, A wild and up- 
roarious cheer broke from the crowd present, 
while the outsiders almost tore down the doors 
endeavoring to get a handshake. ‘ 

Books from the committee library were 
hurled in the air, and there was. never about 
the capitol a more genuine outburst of en- 
thusiasm in connection with the success of 2 
candidate. From the beginning of the contest 

. Mr. Crisp has bad the popular support. His 
presence was required in the caucus in order 
that he might make the usual acknowledge- 
ments, but it was a difficult task 
to get him through the narrow corridor, 

| packed with cheering friends, and compressed 
by a host pushing from behind. At last he

contest from the start to the finish has been 
one of the most intense in interest and th 
most determined on the part of the managers 
of the respective candidates. 

The Saturday Night Adjournment. 

When the caucus adjourned on Saturday 
night it was still anybody’s battle. The two 
leaders in the race were near each other, and 
there were many features of the situation that 
made the nomination of any of the three 
lesser candidates by nomeans improbable. In 
fact, it was not beyond the bounds of proba- 
bility that some new candidate, not at that 
time presented to the caucus, might step into 
the arena and carry off the prize. Every 
argument and device that could be employed 
by honorable contestants was brought into use 
to end the contest this morning. A day of 
persuasion and entreaty was found to have 
been lost when the first ballot was 
taken this morning, the leaders being stillin 
touching distance of each other, and three 
weaker candidates still holding a respectable 
portion of their strength. Atno time, up to 
the point where Mr. Crisp received within two 
votes of enough to nominate, was the outcome 
by any means certain, though toward the close 
it was apparent that he was drawing away 
from Mills. 

The Turning of the Tide. 

The recess taken at 6 o’clock this evening 
was something of an advantageto Mr. Crisp. 
There was a determination on the part of the 
democrats participating in the caucus to end 
the struggle before a hopeless deadlock should 
occur, which would inevitably breed party 
dissensions and impair the usefulness of a 
democratic house during the next two years. 

Crisp being in the lead naturally profited by 
this sentiment. 

It was the determination of the majority of 
the caucus, Hatch having retired before the 
evening recess, to likewise compel McMillin 
and Springer to get off the track. 

Between the Two Leaders. 

The purpose was to make the issue between 
the two leaders, where a single ballot would 
end the struggle,and close up the ranks solidly 
for the work that is to be done at this session. 

Immediately after the reassembling of the 
caucus it was announced that not longer than 
two hours would be required toend the strug- 
gle. This prediction was justified, as Mc- 
Millin was finally pushed from the track, 
though Springer still retained his hold on the 
eight staunch supporters who had never left 
his standard, and the end was almost. 

A New Yorker Breaks. 

Finally a break cameinthe Mills column. 
Stalnecker, of New York, deserted the Texan, 
and cast his fortunes with the candidate from 
Georgia. This was ominous for the Mills 
men. It foreshadowed what was to come, as 
both Crisp and Mills had up to that stage re- 
tained all of their original support. McMillin 
then undertook to turn the tide. He entered 
the caucus and withdrew his name, using 
the opportunity to change the palpable 
drift of sentiment for Crisp by mak- 
ing 2a speech insisting on the 
nomination of Mills. This effort on his part 
was a fine piece of loyalty toward Mills, but it 
did not have the effect intended, and Mr. Mc- 
Millin must have felt it. would not be effect- 
ual, for there was a marked lack of confidence 
in his words as they were poured apon the 
caucus. The next ballot showed that he was 
unable to transfer the vote that had up to this 
period unwaveringly supported him. 

The Crisp managers had _ calculated 
and when. Mr. McMillin 
retired from the field they gathered in enough 
of the Tennesseean’s followers to put their 
leader within two votes of a nomination, 
There was then only the chance that Mr. Crisp 
might be beaten by a scratch. The outside ad- 
mirers of the Georgian were already cheering 
in the corridors, taking it for granted that vic- 
tory was at hand. The committec room, 
which had been occupied for two days as the 


reached the sacred precincts of the house 
-lobby, where-he was under the protection of 
the doorkeepers. 

Presumably he was escorted to the floor by 
Judge Montgomery, of Kentucky, though 
the crowd of members about him engaged in 
handshaking made it difficult to determine 
who was doing the honors. 

It was-the enthusiastic close of what might 
have resulted in an unpleasant and injurious 
complication for the democratic party. The 
three votes which brought the contest to an 
end were those of McAleer, of Pennsylvania, 
Stockdale, of Mississippi, and Springer, of 
Iilinois. Mr. Springer rarely gets left ina 
finish of this sort, and he justified his reputa- 
tion on this occasion. 

How Mills Took His Defeat. 

Naturally there wasa great interest about 
the Mills headquarters to see how he took his 
defeat. There was a large party of his friends 
surrounding him, and each one expressed dis- 
satisfaction at the result, though a depth of 
unexpressed feeling was manifest. Mr. Mor- 
rison answered all inquiries and to interviewers 
said that the Mills following cheerfully ac- 
quiesced in the nomination, and the 
democratic party would continue to do 
business at the old stand without 
internal friction. It is belived that 
Crisp will tender to Mills his old place at the 
head of the ways and means committee, and 
thus ayoid any charge that his selection as 
Speaker means any backward step in the 
cause of tariff reform. 

At the same time it is equally well under- 
stood that more northern men will find places 


on the committee than when it was organized 
by Speaker Carlisle. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS ACCOUNT 


Five minutes before the reassembling of the 
caucus for the afternoon session occurred the 
most significant event of the day. Mr. Cable, 
of Illinois, sought Mr. Springer and notified 
that gentleman that he had decided to aban- 
don him and vote for Mills some time during 
the afternoon. 

“I will not do this upon the first ballot,”’said 
Cable, ‘‘and possibly not for many ballots, but 
I reserve to myself the privilege of changing 
atany time, when I think. my ballot will be 
of substantial benefit to Mills. In my opinion 
your cause is now a hopeless one. I think the 
interests of the democratic party demand the 
election of Mills as against any other candi- 
date, except yourself. I have, therefore, 
made up my mind that it is my 
duty to my party and to myself to 
cast my vote for Mills this afternoon. If I 
felt that my staying by you wonld elect you; 
if 1 saw a ray of hope for you, I would be the 
last to leave you. Butin the present situation 
I see no hope. I may support you for many 
ballots, or I may leave you at any time.”’ 

The announcement of Mr. Newberry a few 
minutes later that he, too, would vote for 
Mills as his second choice whenever that vote 
was needed, caused further excitement. 

Stewart for Crisp. 

Mr. Stewart, of Illinois, added to the excite- 
ment by denouncing Cable and Newberry for 
what he called their treachery, and proclaim- 
ing that at the final break of Springer’s 
chances, he (Stewart) would give his vote to 
anybody Springer might designate except 
Mills, This demoralized Mills’s managers be- 
cause they had constantly counted upon the 
solid support of Springer’s men whenever 
Springer abandoned the race. 

The twentieth ballot showed no significant 
changes. Those on the twenty-first were 
caused by members pairing for luncheon. 

On the twenty-second ballot Cable and 
Newberry voted for Mills, and Tarsney, of Mis- 
souri, for the first time deserted Hatch and 
voted for Crisp, . : 

; Shively Makes Good His Threat. 

These changes provoked others on the suc- 


| Ceeding ballot. Shively, of Indiana, a couple 


of days ago, served notice on Cable and New- 
berry that whenever they deserted Springer 
for Mills he and his friends would offset this 
by voting for Crisp. 

This threat was carried out by Shively, of 
Indiana, and Stout, of Michigan, changing to 
Crisp. 

Then Cobb and Dearmond, of Missouri, left 
Hatch and voted for Mills. 

Immediately there was the wildest excite- 
ment. Catchings and others of the Crisp 
forces rushed from the hall and into the head- 
quarters of Hatch. There was @ brief five 
minutes’ conversation, and Mr. Catchings re- 
appeared, followed by Mr. Hatch, and both 
gentlemen entered the hall of the house. 

“Hatch is going to withdraw.” 

“Hatch is to go to Crisp,” was the simulta- 
neous cry from a hundred throats. 

. Hatch Votes for Crisp. 

The spectators were not mistaken, for the 
entrance of Hatch to the caucus could have 
but one meaning. The gentleman from Mis- 
souri cast his vote for Crisp, and Byrnes and 
Wilson, of his state delegation, followed his 
lead and also voted for the Georgia candidate, 

This gave Crisp a lead of five votes on the 
twenty-third ballot. 

Crisp Thanks Hatch. 

Immediately after this ballot a dramatic 
scene occurred. Crisp and Hatch met acci- 
dentally in the lobby in the rear of the house. 
Instantly the Georgian grasped Hatch, his 
late opponent, and with a beaming face 
thanked him warmly for his support. Specta- 
tors on the outside caught the scene, and the 
friends of Crisp gave a cheer of exultation. 

On the twenty-fourth ballot, Springer lost 
another vote and Crisp reaped the profit. Mr. 
McClelland, of Indiana, followed the lead 
of Shively and voted for Crisp. This was the 
only change but it gave Crisp a lead of six 
over Mills. 

McMillin’s Men Firm. 

. Excitement at this time was at fever heat, 
but it received acheck by the sudden reflection 
that in all the changes McMillin held his own 
and that should even the entire following of 
Springer go to either Crisp or Mills, it would 
be insufficient to defeat the other rival, so long 
as the supporters of the Tennessee candidate 
stood firm. 

The assault upon Springer’s forces ceased, 
and terrific efforts were made to break Mc- 
Millin’s ranks. Members rushed hither and 
thither, buttonholing and remonstrating with 
the followers of thegentlemen from Tennes- 
see, but their efforts were in vain. The valiant 
nineteen still yoted resolutely for McMillin, 
and there being no defection in any other quar- 
ter, the twenty-fifth and xth ballots 
failed to show any chan 

The twenty-seventh 
monotonous one, and th 
listlessly to their names, 
no change. 

A short conference of the leading friends of 
the candidates was held, and as a result, Dur- 
borow, of the Springer delegation, moved to 
take a recess until 8 o'clock p. m.

dined together, with the result that they de- 
cided to act together in the termination of the 
contest, should it become inevitable that 
either Crisp or Mills must be elected. Springer 
also held a conference with his support- 
ers, and released them from further allegiance 
to himself, each to be allowed to vote as he 
pleased, 
The First Change. 

The firstchange came when the name of 
Durborow, one of Springer’s Illinois support- 
ers, was reached. That gentleman voted for 
Crisp, and a few minutes later another of 
Springer’s Illinois friends also voted for the 
Georgia candidate. 

Babbitt‘and Miller, of Wisconsin, two other 
friends of Springer, went to Mills’s forces. 
Capehart, a Mills man, was sick and absent 
from the evening’s session, 

Crisp was now within eleven votes of an 
election on the twenty-eighth ballot, but Mce- 
Millin’s nineteen men were still unmoved, and 
no clection was possible while they remained 
loyal to the Tennesseean. 

During all this time McMillin had been 
holding frequent conferences with his col- 
leagues and had left his headquarters and sta- 
tioned himselfin the lopby in the rear of the 
house. 

Another Vote for Crisp. 


On the following ballot—the twenty-ninth— 
there was one change that was fraught with 
ominous porvent for the candidacy of Mills. 
StahInecker, who had been steadily voting for 
Mills, changed to Crisp. Babbitt, of Wiscon- 
sin, returned to Springer. 

At the beginning of the thirtieth ballot, and 
before the call had begun, McMillin, who had 
been standing in the rear lobby, entered the 
hall. Instantly there was a burst of applause, 
as this was an unerring indication that the gen- 
tleman from Tenuessee was to withdraw from 
the contest. 

McMillin Withdraws. 

MeMillin obtained recognition from the 
chair, and thanking his followers for their 
loyal and constant support, formally withdrew 
from the contest amid applause. 

As the ballot proceeded the followers of the 
Tennessee candidate began to scatter. Covert, 
Enloe and Kyle went to Mills, and Washing- 
ton to Crigp. 

When the name of. McMillin was called, 
that gentleman himself voted for Mills. 

Changes now came in rapid succession, and 
atthe conclusion of the ballot Crisp stood 
with 114 votes, and Mills with 108—the Geor- 
gia candidate one short of nomination, with 
Springer and his little band of followers hold- 
ing the balance of power. 


Springer’s Grand Act. 


It remained to the Illinois leader to say who 
should be speaker of the fifty-second congress. 

Great applause greeted Springer as he en- 
tered the hall. There was a breathless pause 
as Springer proceeded to his little group of 
supporters, and shaking hands all around, 
thanked each for his loyal support. 

The house applauded this graceful little act, 
and when Springer asked recognition from the 
chair and prepared to vote, the suspense was 
more than painful. 

“T desire,”” said Mr. Springer, “to be re- 
corded as yoting for Crisp."’ 

‘The vote of Springer nominated Crisp and 
the applause which greeted its announcement 
was deafening. | 

An Ovation to Springer. 

A dozen members rushed simultaneously to 
grasp the Illinoisan’s hands and he was the 
recipient of an enthusiastic ovation from the 
supporters of Crisp. 

Messrs. Busey and Stewart, of Lilinois, 
Kribbs of Pennsylvania, and Holman of In- 
diana, followed their candidate, .and after 
Springer’s with irawal voted with him for 
Crisp. | 

Snow of Illincis, Bryan of Nebraska, and 
Martin and Patto., of Indiana, remained on

Speaker Crisp’s Remarks. 

On motion of J. D. Brown, of Indiana, the 
nomination of Crisp was made unanimous.

THE EARLY LIFE OF. CRISP, 


A Gallant Confederate Soldier, and Faithful 
Public Servant. 

AMERICUS, Ga., December 7.—[(Special.]— 
The people of Americus are wild over the 
nomination of their fellow citizen, Charles jF. 
Crisp, for the speakership of the democratic 
house of representatives. 

Charlies Frederick Crisp was born on the 
9th of January, 1845, in Sheffield, England, 
where his parents had gone on a visit. He 
was brought by them to this country the year 
of his birth He received a common 
school education in Savannah and 
Macon. He entered the confederate army in 
May, 1861. He was a lieutenantin Company 
K, Tenth Virginia infantry, and served with 
that regiment until tha 12th of May, 1864, 
when he became a prisoner of war. 

Upon his release from Fort Delaware in 
June, 1865, he joined his parents 
at Ellaville, Schley county, Georgia, 
where he read law, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1866. He began the practice of 
law in Ellaville, where he married Miss Clara 
Belle Burton in 13867. In 1872 he was ap- 
pointed solicitor general of the Southwestern 
judicial] circuit, and was reappointed in 1873 <or 
aterm of four years. In June, 1877, he wasap- 
pointed judge of the superior court of the same 
circuit. In 1878 he was elected by the general 
assembly to the same office. In 1880 he was 
re-elected judge for a term of four years. He 
resigned that office in September, 1882, to ac- 
cept the democratic nomination for 
congress. He was permanent presi- 
dent of the democratic convention 
which assembled in Atlanta in April, 1883, to 
nominate a candidate for governor. He was 
elected to the forty-eighth congress, and was 
re-elected to the forty-ninth congress as a 
democrat, receiving 9,966 votes against 4,286 
votes for B. F. Bell, republican, and 93 votes 
for Reese, independent republican. He was 
re-elected without opposition to the fiftieth, 
fifty-first and fifty-second congresses.

HIS RECENT SPEECH IS PRAISED 


By Democratic Leaders of Both 
West and South. 


IT I$ THE PLATFORM FOR 1892, 


And Commands the Support of Farmers’

WASHINGTON, December 7.—[Special.]— 
The speech of Governor Hill at Elmira 
has met with the greatest favor from all 
sides in the democratic party here. Its 
strongest endorsement comes from _ the 
Crisp men, but that the Mills men agree 
with the views expressed by Governor Hill 
is apparent by their ready endorsement of 
the principles laid down in the speech.

WASHINGTON, December 7.—The heavy 
rain storm which visited the city this morning 
had little effect in dampening the ardor of per- 
sons desirous of witnessing the opening of the 
fifty-second congress, and at an early hour a 
great crowd surged through tlhe corridors of 
the capitol. Especially was this true in the 
house wing, where there was no vent to re- 
lieve the crowd, owing to the fact that the 
galleries were kept closed in order to enable 
the democrats to hold their caucus. 

The utmost good feeling prevailed, how- 
ever, and the marble stairs were improvised 
into seats by the patiemt waiters. Hardly had 
the caucus adjourned whena wild rush was 
made for the galleries, andin a few minutes 
every availabie seat in the long benches was 
occupied, and the less fortunate spectators 
were compelled to view the scene over each 
other’s shoulders from the door recesses. 

Some complaint was made thatthe mem- 
bers’ gallery was opened some time before the 
others. On the floor all was bustle and con- 
fusion. As the republicans entered the hall of 
the house where the democratic vaucus had 
been held, they were greeted by their demo- 
cratic colleagues, and congratulations and con- 
dolences were exchanged. The chamber pre- 


sented a bright appearance, notwithstanding | 


the gloominess of the day. The furniture had 
been re-upholstered, aud the blue covering of 
the desks contrasted pleasantly with the new 
terra cotta carpet, 

Decorated Desks. 

Many of the desks were ornamented with 
flowers with more or less. beauty, although 
they were not as numerous as in former years, 
and the speaker’s desk was conspicuous by the 
absence of adornment. 

The. handsomest piece 
ing about four feet 
by a crown of roses and lilies, 
presented to Mr. T. J. Campbell, of 
New York, by the Oriental Club. Mr. Camp- 
bell modestiy withdrew, in order to escape 
congratulations, and his place was immedi- 
ately taken by Mr. Ailen, of Mississippi, who 
assumed the proprietorship of the tribute. 

Mr. McAleer, of Pennsylvania, was not for- 
gotten by his constituents, as was evidenced by 
an immense harp of chrysanthemums and a 
large chair of roses. And Mr. Houk, of ‘Ten- 
nessee, was remembered with a rampart of 
chrysanthemums and roses. 

As the clocks of the city were chiming the 
hour of noon, Clerk McPherson ascended the 
clerk’s desk and called the house to order. 
Not since the forty-fourth congress has any 
holdover clerk in performing asimilar duty 
faced so many new workers in the legislative 
field. The clerk immediately proceeded to 
cali the roll. 

Tom Reed Applauded. 

As Mr. Reed responded to his name his re- 
publican colleagues gave hima round of ap- 
plause. There was a great deal of noise in the 
hall, and it was with difficulty that the clerk 
could record the responses. The candidates 
for the-speakership wandered through the 
chamber and greeted their friends, while much 
amusement was caused by a merry conference 
held by MeMillin, Hatch and Springer in front 
of the speaker’s desk. 

The clerk, having announced the presence of 
326 members, the house immediately, on motion 
of Mr. Holman, of Indiana, adjourned to meet 
at noon tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, December 7.—The senate 
met and new members were sworn in, and an 
adjournment was taken until tomorrow. 

The credentials of Mr. Brice as sendtor- 
elect from Ohio having. been presented and 
read, Mr. Sherman said:

The fact is, that 
when the recess was given to. al- 
low the audience to _ subscribe for 
tickets, they gave their names faster than 
they could be taken down. The only way to 
get at it wasto distribute printed slips with 
the schedule of lectures and ask the sub- 
scribers to put their names on the paper and 
mark the courses they wanted. About half 
he subscribers took the whole course.of thirty- 
six lectures. Major Slaton said there were 
129 teachers, of whom a majority wanted 
to attend the lectures. Professor C. A. M. 
Lone, of the Technological school, said in his 
talk that he intended to hear as many of the 
lectures as he could spare time to attend. 

In addition to these subscriptions there was 
a bundle of subscription slips turned over to 
the secretary. It is believed that the sub- 
scriptions received last night will make classes 
of between fifty and a hundred to begin with. 

Between this and Friday evening it is ex- 
pected that as many more will be received. 

The Proceedings. 

President Slaton made the initial address of 
the evening, in which he struck the keynote 
of university extension. 

Dr. White, of the University or Georgia, dis- 
cussed the plan and philosophy of the move- 
ment. He showed that it was not an experi- 
ment, but a snecess. He pointed out the 
special benefit of the lectures to workingmen 
and home builders. A significant remark 
by Dr. White was that the result of this move- 
ment would be the building up of a university 
right herein Atlanta, with the library as a 
nucleus. 

Major Slaton make a capital speech. Other 
talks were made as aboveindicated. Then the 
work of taking subscriptions was began.

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DR. VIEWS 


On the Subject of ChriStian Union, Which 
Were Inadvertently Left Out Sunday. 
One of the first of the ministers asked for 
his views upon the question of Christian unton, 
and the first to respond to the invitation was 


Rev. Dr. McDonald, of the Second Baptist | 


church. By an unfortunate oversight in mak- 
ing up the article for Sunday’s ConsTITUTION, 
Dr. McDonald's letter was left out. It is 
printed here, and will doubtless be read with 
great interest, asis everything from the pen 
of this distinguished divine. 

From a Baptist Standpeint. 


The union of Christiansin the belief and 
practice and propagation of the gospel is emi- 
nently desirable and should be secured and 
fostaged in every way compatible with the 
word of God, for the following reasons: 

1. Our Lord prayed that His followers might 
be one in the last recorded prayer before his 
crucifixion. In the very shadow of the cross, 
John xvii, 20-23. “Neither pray I for these 
alone, but for them also which sball believe 
on me through their word: That they all may 
beone, * * that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent me.” “Iinthemand thou in 
me, that they may be made perfect in one, 
and that: the world nay know thou hast sent 
me.” Tiis union for which our Lord prayed 
was to be the persuasive egy ace: to the di- 
vinity of His mission. That for which Christ 

rayed is surely worthy of ali efforts for his 

isciples to secure, 

2. The New Testament churches were urged 
to preserve and perpetuate this union as against 
ail schismaticand disintegrating influences; 
Ephesians tv, 3: ‘‘Endeavoring to note the 
unity of the spiritin the bond of peace. There 
is one body, and one spirit, even as ye are 
called in one hope of your vailing; one Lord, 
one faith, ene baptism, one God and Father of 
all, who is above all, and through all, and in 
youall. * * And hegave some apostles, te., 
for the perfecting of the seints, for the work of 
the ministry, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ, till we all come in the unity of faith, 
and of the knowledge of thea Son of God.” 
These are decisive anf sufficient teachings. 
But it is to be observed that itis ‘‘A unity of 
faith and kuowledge, a unity ofthe sp.rit, 
chiefly a union that is internal and spiritua!l— 
in faith, and hope and love.’”’” Wheu the faith 
is no longer kept, when dissension rather 
than love prevails, then this desirable union is 
broken or Geeatéa. Self will rather than the 
will of God dictates new terms of fellowship, 
and the peace of the churches is destroyed. 
Such have been the maligu influences, fre- 
quently under the maws«< of zeal for ah en- 
forced unity,that have wrought such unseemly 
divisions amoug the professed followers of 
Him, whose heart went out in 
prayer that they might be one. in all 
the annals of time there is not a 
more painful sight than the religious 
wars and sectarian strifes which have dark- 
ened the very air of the centuries with their 
bitter and bad entailment upon the Christi- 
anity of even modern times. True religion is 
not and never has been responsible for these 
glaring departures from the very genius and 
spirit of the gospel. 

The hasty observer of these differences may 
readily persuade himself that in such din and 
strife of battle there is no true, abiding union 
among the followers of Christ; but such a con- 
clusion would be a great mistake. Every true 
believer in Christ is nut only one with Christ, 
the living head, but one with all belisvers. 
So that there is a real, spiritual, abiding union 
among all the true members of the body of 
Christ. True believers are the body of Christ. 
There is afar more effective union amoung 
such believers, even though cutwaidiy differ- 
ing in some things than amcng these that are 
destitute of such an experience of grace in 
their hearts, but who may have an outward 
and mechanical conformity as severely correct 
as the corpse to the coffin. Let Christian 
churches emphasize this real union and seek 
to-enlarge its sphere by an ever increasing 
conviction of the Value of agreement in all 
our Lord’s appointed ways. 

What can be done to secure, or at least pro- 
mote this blessed consummation ? 

There must be a profund desire for its attain- 
ment, and great wisdom and fairness in the 
spirit of those that seek to realize it. 

There are those that are as:xious to secure an 
outward uniformity at any expense. They 
might be even willing to sacrifice truth itself, 
in order to secure it. These ad vocates frequently 
hold !oose views of divine truth and are will- 
ing to throw overboard asso much lumber, 
whatever interferes with their plan. _ 

But trutu, Bible truth, must stand, if the 
union is to be at all Christian. Let every plant 
which our Heaveniy Father has not been 
planted be 
are not made for the woodman’s ax. Again, 
there is the ready-made and earnest invitation, 
Come intomy church. We are the church. 
Come and take your place, believe what we 
teach, submit to cur godly courisels, throw 
away your very right to dissent, and peace 
will float her banners from the ramparts of our 
united fold. This isthe union which is the 
panacea for all these disturbing ills. It is as if 
the men ofiron and blood that sit in the solitary 
grandeur of their imperialism and say, I am 
the state, would invite the disccntented mal- 
contents of liberty to the peace and union of 
their despotisin. 

They say freedom has its follies and frailties: 
free states are divided by factious and liberty 
turns to license, come thou and go with us. 
We avoid all! this confusion; we have union. 
The shah of Persiacre the autocrat of Russia 
may even delight themselves in the antiquity 
of their system and boast of their union and 
peace, These are the methods of ecclesiastical 
charlatans who keep the word of promise to 
the ear but break ittothe hope. The merg- 
ing of all the differing denominations must be 
not the result of mechanical and ill-assorted 
compromises, but the outgrowth of the love of 
Christ and of the truth asitisin Christ. Any 
other union would be as impotent for good as a 
rope of sand. Let every man in his own }ife, 
and as far as he can influence other lives, seek 
the old paths and pray for the peace of the 
churches of our Lord. Recognize with a loy- 
ing heart the brotherhood that lies in other de- 
nominational! lines, work with them as far as 
supreme fealty to Christ’s word will allow. 
Join hands in every form of practical benefi- 
cence which wi!! bless the poor and the misar- 
able. Such work will oftentimes develop 
graces which will draw us into a nearer union 
with each other in having brought us nearer to 
the very heart of Christ. 

In the line of the prasent subject, I call at- 
tention to the following resoiutions passed by 
the Southern Baptist convention at its session 
in Fort Worth last year:

James Landsberg, the drummer, who 
is charged with making an assault on 
Miss Leila White, of Baxley, in a house in this 
city last week, came in today for trial. 
His attorneys say that he will remain until 
the case is called next week. 

Charles Thompson, the crippled negro boy 
who killed Josh Haywood, colored, at the 
five-mile hill last August, surrendered him- 
self yesterday and is now in jail. This makes 
six murderers now in the Chatham county 
prison, three of whom are awaiting trial. Two 
others who have already been condemned are 
awaiting their final sentences, while another, 
Respaso, who killed his man in the Central 
depot, is out on bail. He will be tried at the 
coming term of the superior court. 

Lucius Dobson, colored, bas been con- 
demned to death and his appeal for a new 
trial dismisaed by the supreme cours. He was 
imprisoned September 14, 1890, 

John Webb, colored, was also sentenced to 
death and his appeal fora new trialis now 
pending. 

J. G. Pittman, imprisoned on September 
17th, has not yet been tried, but will be this 
term of court. 

Charles Hughes, murderer of Timothy Hide, 
imprisoned November 16th, and Henry Niles,

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Judge Crisp the Speaker. 

Judge Crisp, of Georgia, has been 
nominated for speaker of the house and 
the democratic unities are preserved. Or- 
dinarily, such an event as this ought 
not to mean a great deal, but, under 
the circumstances, it possesses extraordi- 
nary sifinificance. It means that the 
machinery of the party is not to be 
manipulated to suit the whimsical aims 
of mugwumpery, it means that the demo- 
cratic majority in the house is to be 
controlled by the same considerations of 
prudence and conservatism that animate 
the people in their political movements. 
Above all, it means that the democratic 
party will go into the next campaign 
armed with all the issues which the 
people are pressing against the protected 
monopolies and the money power, 
and against the republican party. It 
means that the next campaign is to be 
fought out, not on one issue, but on 
all, and that the democratic party will 
attack the vicious republican organization 
along the whole line of its vicious legis- 
lative and administrative policy. It 
means a victory for the party of the 
people in 1892. 

It has been charged that the election 
of Judge Crisp would mean the defeat 
of the tariff reform element in the demo- 
cratic party. The charge amounted to a 
slander. The answer to it was the clear, 
clean, consistent record of Judge Crisp 
as a tariff reformer. The element sup- 
porting Mr. Mills has sought by every 
means in its power to revive the differ- 
ences existing in the democratic party 
prior to the St. Louis convention, There 
was never any difference so far as the 
necessity of tariff reform was concerned. 
The only difference was one of policy 
pure and simple—whether the party 
should take radical and extreme ground, 
or whether it should proceed with due 
prudence and conservatism in the change 
and revision of a system on which the 
whole business of the country was based. 
The convention of 1888 settled these 
differences, and nothing more was heard 
of them until the followers of Mr. Mills 
revived the memory of them for the pur- 
pose of organizing a factional fight in the 
democratic party. 

There was more in this attempt than 
has appeared in the newspapers. Mr. 


Mills is an avowed free trader, and the | 


free trade contingent of the mugwumps, 
headed by The New York Times and 
Henry George, rallied enthusiastically to 
his support. The purpose of this element 
to switch the party from tariff reform 
and commit it to free trade was clear. 
Its success would have committed the 
party completely and irrevocably to mug- 
wumpery. 
most obvious result. 
part of mugwumpery is to take the en- 
tire dose, free trade and monometallism. 

But the purpose has been defeated. The 
democratic party will continue to advocate 
its well-known and well-defined policy of 
tariff reform for the relief of the people; 
there will be no variation or shadow of 
turning in this respect. It will continue 
to insist on financial reform radical 
enough in its results to take the control 
of the currency out of the hands of a 
few banks and individual capitalists in 
the north and east; there will be no re- 
laxation of its energies in this direction. 
It will insist on restoring silver to its 
old place in our currency system; and 
it will undertake to restore in the legis- 
lative and administrative affairs of the 
government the honesty, the simplicity 
and the economy that belong to demo- 
cratic methods. | 

In short, the democratic party will go 
before the country on a platform at once 
symmetrical and complete, embodying ail 
the reasonable and just demands of the 
people for reforms that look to the re- 
peal of vicious and dishonest republican 
legislation. Such a platform means vic- 
tory for the democratic party and _ sub- 
stantial relief for the people who pay the 
taxes.

Governor Hill’s Speech—The Demo- 
cratic Policy. 

The brief and meager synopsis of Gov- 
ernor Hill’s Elmira speech, which we 
printed last Sunday, affords hardly a clue 
to the power and unity of the argument 
he makes, and gives scarcely a sugges- 
tion of his masterly presentation and 
arrangement of the issues on which the 
democratic party can win in 1892, Com- 
ing at this time, when there seems to be 
doubt and confusion as to issues—when 
one democrat insists on ignoring this is- 
sue and another one that—this truly great 
speech clears the atmosphere at all points 
and illuminates the true democratic po- 
sition as with a blaze of light. 

Governor Hill’s speech touches the high- 
water mark of democratic exposition. It 
is broad, strong, statesman-like; it is earn- 
est, aggressive and exhaustive, and it 
points the way to democratic unity on 
all the great issues in which the people 
are interested. The bold and masterly 
presentation of facts and arguments gives 
great significance to Governor Hill’s 
speech, but undoubtedly its chief signifi- 
cance grows out of the fact that it is 
the deliberate and well-considered utter- 
ance of the chosen and trusted leader of 
the great democratic party of New York.

The Cotton Movement. 

In its statement of the overland movement 
for the past three months The New York 
Financial Chronicle says that the total 
amount of the crop of 1891-92 now in sight 
reaches 4,781,017 bales, the amount added 
during November having been 1,927,880 
bales. The movement of cotton to northern 
mills has been very free the past month, and 
spinners’ takings for the three months ex- 
hibit a gain over 1890 of 144,186 bales, 

’ The gross movement overland in Novem- 
ber of 1890 reached the heaviest aggregate— 
331,168 bales—recorded in any month up to 
that time. The gross inthe month of the 
current year, however, considerably exceeds 
that total, having been 394,706 bales; and 
when comparison is made with 1889 the in- 
crease is seen to be 106,277 bales. For the 
three months, the aggregate ig nearly three- 
quarters of a million bales, and exhibits a 
gain over the like period a year ago of 178,- 
705 bales, while contrasted with 1889 the 
excess is 261,242 bales. 

Although most all of the various routes 
have shared in the much heavier movement 
this year, the greatest increase in point of 
ratio has beenin the shipments over the 
Missouri Kansas and ‘Texas railroad via 
Hannibal. The gains via St. Louis, Cairo 
and Evansville are nevertheless very im- 
portant 

The net for the month also surpasses the 
movement during any similar period of 
which there is any record, reaching 310,971 
bales, which is 57,270 bales greater than for 
November last year and 97,463 bales in ex- 
cess of the like month of 1889. The aggre- 
gate for the season to date is 558,859 bales, 
against 411,131 bales in 1890 and 328,858 
bales two years ago. Prior to the’ present 
year the heaviest total was for the three 
months of 1887—452,425 bales. 

Receipts at the ports during November 
have becn very free, and while they are less 
than in the preceding month, the total 
largely exceeds the aggregate for the same 
month in either of the two preceding years. 
The net receipts have been 1,376,909 bales, 
against 1,145,416 bales and 1,257,520 bales 
respectively. For the three months the jn- 
crease over 1890 is 345,275 bales, and com- 
pared with 1889 the excess is 441,570 bales, 

New Orleans has already passed the 
million mark, the receipts at that port to 
date having been 1,090,785 bales, and at 
Galveston there is an appreciable gain over 
a year ago. The outward movement— 
foreign exports—has been very heavy, reach- 
ing 1,086,142 bales, or some _ thirty-five 
thousand bales greater than the combined 
total for the two preceding months, 
decrease from last year in the season’s ship- 
ments has consequently been considerably 
reduced—in fact now reaches only 7,198 
bales. In November, 1890, the exports were 
895,240 bales, and in the previous year 982,- 
306 bales.

Some of our New York contemporaries 
are discussing Russell Sage’s adventure ina 
panic-stricken fashion. 

The arrest of every crank is called for, 
suspected anarchists are to be locked up, 
and the sale of explosives is to be restricted. 
The New York Advertiser says: 


The manufacture of dynamite must be placed 
rigidly under the control of the federal govern- 
ment, precisely as the manufacture of alcohol is 
controlied. 

Every grain of it ought to be traced from the 
place of manufacture to the individual. Every 
transaction in the sale or purchase of it should 
and could be made a matter of record to the most 
insignificant package. 

Possession of it should be made presumptive 
evidence of criminal intent,.anless offset by satis- 
factory proof to the contrary. 

It may be argued that such strict supervision 
would lead to illicit manufacture. The ingre- 
dients are innocent and the methods of manu- 
facture not difficuit to master. That is true. 

‘Kut the illicit manufacture of dynamite might 
be made in law what it woula bein fact—a capital 
offense. Congress will find few subjects for legis- 
lative discussion more interesting than this one. 

Just such legislation would encourage des- 
perate men to make dynamite and use it. It 
has not heretofore been extensively em- 
ployed as a weapon because it has not been 
generally feared, Once let the impression get 
out that our capitalists, authorities and 
society at large dread dynamite, and it will 
be an ever-present danger. 

It is well enough to have strict laws regu- 
lating the manufacture, sale and use of ex- 
plosives, Weapons and poisons, but a crusade 
inspired by abject terror will defeat its 
object. 

We believe that civilization is a bigger 
and a stronger thing than the forces work- 
ing against it. When capitalists and rulers 
show that they think more of their lives

“I most seriously object,’ said Mr. Wood- 
ward, “to any conference.

“I’m like Mr. Woodward,” said Mr. Rice. 
“This will cost us $25,000 to $30,000. Over 
half of the people along this street petitioned 
us for these blocks and now they come 
and ask us to pay for the 
macadam we took away. A case like this has 
been seitledin the supreme court. It was 
when the Gate City Street Railway Company 
tried to keep from paying for the blocks on 
Wheatstreet. If we start it in one place we'll 
have to keep it up.” 

“If it’s lawful to pay the money I want to 
do so,” said Mr. Hulsey, “but I understand 
the city attorney says itis not. Ifhe says so 
that, in my mind, endsit. Butif he has any 
doubt, then I’m for the conference committee.” 

Assistant City Attorney Anderson declared 
that the people along the street never had any 
property right in the macadam. But suggested 
that it would be better to try the Whitehall 
street case than others, as it was smaller. 

Mr. Middlebrooks was for paying the prop- 
erty owners something for the macadam re- 
moved, 

Mr. Turner favored the conference com- 
mittee declaring that the people should have 
something back. 

The committee of conference was again ap- 
pointed. 

The Firemen’s Ball. 


An invitation to the mayor and general 
council from Chief Joyner to attend the Fire- 
men’s Benevolent Association ball was read, 
and by a unanimous vote was accepted. 

The Waterworks Again. 

Mr. Hutchison presented a resolution recit- 
ing the authority to make $500,000 of water- 
works bonds, as provided by the late eleetion, 
and instructing the finance committee to pre- 
pare and dispose of them. The same resolu- 
tion perfected the contract for the purchase of 
the necessary pipe and the land for the reser- 
voir near the city. It was adopted. 

All Together Now. 

Hon. N. J. Hammond appeared befgre the 
council as attorney for the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company. He presented a paper 
showing that the various street car lines 1n the 
city had been taken in by the Consolidated 
company and asked that all the rights of the 
various lines be transinitted to the Consoli- 
dated company. It was done, subject to all 
the conditions in the original grant. 

The comptroller’s report showed the amount 
oc appropriations unexpended to be $427,- 

57.79. 


Changing Money. 

Mr. Rice presented a resolution transferrin 
$3,000 from the department of finance an 
$1,000 from the contingent fund to the water- 
works 9 ge for the payinent of debts 
contracted in the recent enlargement of the 
present waterworks supply. 

It was adopted. 

The same gentleman introduced a resolution 
authorizing the creation of $149,000 of re- 
demption bonds, and it, too, was adopted. 

To Pay a Visit. 

The East Atlanta company, through Mr. 
Joel Hurt, sent the council an invitation to 
visit the new Equitable building in a body 
next Thursday. 

A sewer on Capitol avenue and Rawson 
street costing $2,000, was passed, also one pass- 
ing through the property of S. M. Inman, near 
Fort street, at a cost of $300, 

An ordinance authorizing the paving with 
belgian biocks, of Simpson street, from Mari- 
etta to West Peachtree, ata cost of $10,800, 
was read. 

Mr. Rice moved that $11,000 be taken from 
the fund for opening new streets and $3,333 
from the street light fund, and that the total 
amount be used in paving Simpson street from 
Marietta to West Peachtree, Georgia avenue 
from Washington street to Grant park, and 
South Boulevard from Decatur street to Edge- 
wood avenue. 

It was adopted. 

To Begin Laying Pipe at Once. 

Dr. H. G. Hutchison was asked what he 
thought about breaking dirt for waterworks 
mains. 

“We will today ask the permission of the 
council to close the pipe contract, involving 
about one hundred and fifty thousand dollars’ 
worth of mains, covering a distance of about 
seven miles. Our legislation was so 
framed that we need not want 
to float the bonds before we 
gotowork. We may use the current funds of 
the city and take our time about selling the 
bonds. 

“‘We have ordered some of the pipe and 
itis now being made at Bessemer. They can 
begin shipping at once and we can begin dig- 
ging for the mains without delay. My idea is 
that dirt should be broken on Luckie 
street at once. We begin about the 
juncture of Spring and Luckie. The 
Atlanta and Chattahoochee river electric car 
line has 11s rails and ties distributed there and 
is waiting on the city to get through laying 
the main. 

“The boilers will be advertised for and can 
be builtin three months. The engines are 
under contract to be delivered and set up by 
July 15th, and the pipe can be laid before that 
time. The reservoir, also, should be com- 
pleted by that time. There is nothing now to 
prevent the city from beginning work at 
once and pushing it to completion.” 


THE RAILROAD LEAGUE. 


An Enthusiastic Meeting at the League 
Hall. 

The Railroad Men’s League held a largely 
attended and highly enthusiastic meeting at 
their hall last night. 

It wasakind of jubilee meeting, held more 
for the purpose of expressing the happiness of 
the members of the league at its victory in 
securing three councilmen at the recent elec- 
tion. 

Several speeches in this line were made, and 
the league expressed itself as being determined 
to be felt in future political contests. 

Mr. D. M. Vining, who has been at work 
securing the names of active railroad men, re- 
ported 2,434 names. 

‘‘This number,’’ said President Broyles, 
‘with the ex-railroad men, the expressmen, 
mailmen, dummy and = motor men, 
who become members, will increase 
the voting strength of the league to 3,700. 
This is no mean strength in a policital contest. 
I speak of this from the fact that our strength 
has been underestimated by the politicians. 
Asa matter of course, we do not claim that 
every one of these men will voteas a unit, 
but I believe nine-tenths of them will do so. 
The railroad men will hersafter take an active 
stand in all matters pertaining to local or 
state politics.” 

Mr. Broyles received a telegram Sunday in- 
viting him to Macon tospeak tothe railroad 
men of that city, but could not go. The rail- 
road Jeague of Macon has a municipal ticket 
in the field, and expect victory on next Satur- 
day, the day of the election.

Was Buried in Westview Cemetery on 
December 4th. 


UNDERTAKER PATTERSON'S STATEMENT 


And That of Manager McBurney, of the 
Westview Cemetery Company—An 
Attempt to Create a Sensation. 


An evening paper yesterday endeavored to 
make a sensation out of the disposition of the 
body of Orrin Ricker, who died at Providence 
infirmary last Thursday. 

The story was to the effect that Ricker had 
been: woefully mistreated before his death and 
shamefully disposed of afterwards. 

The article insinuates, under the statements 
ot Mr. G. R. Finch, that the body of Orrin 
Ricker was not even buried, but was turned 
over to medical students. 

Both charge and insinuation are absolutely 
false. : 

A ConstiTuTIoONn reporter investigated the 
condition of Mr. Ricker when he was first car- 
ried to the infirmary. He visited him fre- 
quently afterwards until the time of his death. 

The charge of bad treatment is false. Mr. 
and Mrs. P. E. Brown did everything possible 
for the ease and welfare of the invalid, as they 
do for every one who enters their home. He 
was kept clean, the best of nourishment was 
provided, the best medicine and constant at- 
tention were given him. 

Many letters and telegrams were sent to dif- 
ferent points to get track of his friends, and 
learn what they wanted done with the invalid. 
Finally, relatives in Lynn, Mass., wrote that 
they wished him returned to them, if he was 
able to stand the journey and had the necessary 
money in his possession. 

But during the interval of correspondence 
he gradually weakened, and finally died. The 
friends answered a telegram from Mr. Brown 
as before. If the dead man had enough money 
of his own to pay the expressage, to send the 
remains on; if not, to bury here. 

An itemized statement shows that of the 
$80 which Orrin Ricker had when carried to 
the infirmary to a cent it had all been used up 
in actual necessary expenses, the last of which 
were his burial expenses. 

His chest of tools remains at the Atlanta 
piano factory where he left them several 
weeks ago. His trunk was expressed to his 
friends at Lynn, Mass., yesterday morning, 
and City Warden Hunter sent his watch there, 
also. 

The story further intimates that there is 
some doubt whether Ricker’s body was buried 
as Claimed. 

This insinuation tended to reflect upon Un- 
dertaker Patterson. Mr. Patterson declares 
most emphatically that there is no truth what- 
ever in the charge. 

Mr. Patterson Zalks. 

“Such a publication,’’ said Mr. H. M. Pat- 
terson, the well-known undertaker, ‘‘is an ab- 
solute outrage. Thereis nota word of truth 
in the charges and insinuations made in The 
Journal article, and any effort to make it ap- 
pear otherwise is utterly groundless. I do not 
know Mr. Phillips, who is interviewed in The 
Journal, but I know Mr. Finch. I do know, 
however, that there are no grounds at all for 
their insinuations. And I know, too, that no 
opportunity whatever was given me to deny 
the rumors as they appear in that publication. 

‘*The facts are simply these,’’ continued Mr. 
Patterson. ‘‘On December 3d I was requested 
to remove the body of Orrin Ricker to my 
rooms, which I didat once. Mr. Brown told 
me he would telegraph Ricker’s people and 
let me know further about the burial. On 
the morning of the 4th Mr. Brown brought 
meatelegram from Mr. Ricker’s people at 
Lynn, Mass., stating thatif he had means to 
send the body home;if not, to burv it here. 
Mr. Brownthen showed me a statement of 
the amount of money that be bad on hand 
to be $80. Mr. Brown figured out the 
expense ut Providence infirmary and the phy- 
sician’s bill and showed me there would be a 
balance of $13.80. I stated to him that I would 
bury the body for that amount. I went to Dr. 
Gaston and got a burial certificate; took it to 
the board of health and procured a burial per- 
mit; took that to the office of the Westview 
Cemetery Company and there got the West- 
view permit for burial. I left my 
oftice with the body. at 2. o’clock 
and buried it in Westview cemetery. And 
right here I have the certificate of Mr. Ed 
McBurney, secretary and general manager of 
the Westview Cemetery Company, which tells 
the whoie story. 

‘In reference to the pine box that Mr. 
Finch speaks of, such is not the case. He was 
= in a trimmed rosewood coffin, and the 

ody that he speaks of being in an unkept con- 
dition was decently buried so far as the 
amount of money that was allowed me would 
permit. 

“Finch also makes a statement tRat Ricker 
had plenty of clothing at the infirmary. 

‘*‘Nir. Brown positively states that he had no 
clean apparel. Finch makes the statement 
further that the body was got out of the shop 
unknown tohim. The body left the shop by 
the front way at 2 o’clock, I not knowing at the 


time that Mr. Finch intended to attend the | 


funeral.”’

Dr, Julian P. Thomas Wants $20,000 
from Seven Doctors. 


THE FACULTY OF THE MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


The Suit Based Upon a Card Published by 
the Doctora—Dr. Thomas Avers That 
His Practice Is Destroyed. 


The question of professional ethics will be 


carried into the courts. 
Yesterday morning Mr. Thomas Leftwich, 


attorney for Dr. Julian P. Thomas, instituted 
a suit for $20,000 damages against Drs. Thomas 
S. Powell, John ©. Olmsted, W. L. Elkin, 
J. M. F. Gaston, G.G. Roy and Arthur G. 
Hobbs. 

Dr. Thomas sues these defendants because 
they, as members of the faculty of the South- 
ern Medical college, published in THz Const!- 
TUTION a card. 

This card was the outcome of the newspaper 
controversy between Dr. Thomas and Dr. 
Nicolson as to the propriety of a physician’s 
advertising. 

The card, a very long one, concluded as fol- 
lows: 

Dr. Thomas was regarded as an appointee of the 
dean merely, and his dismissal was considered 
merited and was approved, and the official action 
of the dean was commended. The faculty does 
not object to Dr. Thomas pursuing any line of 
conduct that may appear profitable or congenial 
to him, but we strenuously object to holding pro- 
fessional relationship with any person who fol- 
lows a course obnoxious to our ideas of common 
propriety, and whose practices are at variance 
with the accepted standard of ordinary profes- 
sional deportment. 

The complainant alleges that this card was 
malicious and false, and calculated to damage 
him and injure his business. 

The petitioner further avers that about No- 
vember 25, 1891. the said defendants, and each 
of them, wickedly and maliciously contriving 
and conspiring to injure, defame, harrass and 
annoy the petitioner, and maliciously intend- 
ing and designing to destroy the good name 
and professional standing of petitioner, and to 
cause it to be believed that the petitioner was 
an improper and unfit person to practice the 
profession of medicine, and unworthy the con- 
fidence, patronage and esteem of the general 
public, did maliciously conspire and cause to 
be published in a certain newspaper of Atlanta 
the card. 

Dr. Thomas goes on to state in his declara- 
tion, that prior to the publication of the card 
above referred to his practice was large, but 
it has fallen off perceptibly since. He avers 
that his professional prospects have been 
ruined by the article in question. 

He sues each defendant for $10,000 and 
each for $10,000 special and exemplary 
damages.

Ragsdale, citing the fact that Dr. Norcross had 
served the church as its pastor for seventeen 
years, and was beloved of ali its members. 
The church had thrived under his care, and it 
was the unanimous desire of the membership 
of the church that his resignation be not ac- 
cepted. Therefore, be it resolved that the 
church respectfully ask him to withdraw it. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted, 
every inember of the church present voting 
for it, and a committee, consisting of Mr. W. 
L. Norman, Mr. Tolbert Strickland, Mr. W. 
H. McLane, Mrs. Jobn Neal and Miss Lizzie 
Hairston, was appointed to present the resolu- 
tion to Dr. Noreross and receive his answer. 
The committee retired and returned with Dr, 
Norcross in a few minutes, 

He made a short, but affecting talk to the 
church, and closed by saying: 

‘In replying to your request for a with- 
drawal of my resignation, I can only answer 
by using the words spoken by Ruth to Naomi, 
‘Entreat me not to leave thee; thy people 
shall be my people; thy God, my God; 
whithersoever thou goest, I will go also.’”’ 

The congregation was overjoyed at their 
pastor’s decision, and the scene that followed 
was really touching. Nearly every member of 
the congregation wept, and many of them 
kissed Dr. Norcross, 

His service to this church has been some- 
thing remarkable. He became its pastor sev- 
enteen years ago, and although the only child 
of a father possessed of a very good fortune, 
he has worked earnestly and devotedly for the 
success of the Fifth Baptist church. For his 
work it may be said that he receives no salary, 
contributing quite as much as he receives for 
the support of the church. 

During the past few years he has been cal'ed 
to other churches, but has accepted none of 
them. He was called to the West End church, 
a much larger one than his present charge, and 
located right at his home, but declined.

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STREET CAR LINES 
Two Kew Lines Coming Into the City 
‘ina Few Weeks. 


THE CHATTAHOOCHEE LINE UNDER WAY. 


The Westview Line Done January Ist. 
The New Electric Line on Broad, 
Walker and Peters, 


Between the center of the city and the Chat- 
tahoochee river the road is alive with work- 
men putting down the track of the Atlanta 
and Chattahoochee electric line, of which 
Messrs. C. J. Simmons and Dr. Baker are the 
pioneers. 

Grading has been done as farout as the 
Moore farm, near the river, and the ground is 
broken and track laid ona good partof the 
route between. Rails and ties have been dis- 
tributed as far into the city as the junction of 
Spring and Luckie streets, and the work there 
is only waiting for the city to get through lay- 
ing the water main, which runs out Luckie to 
North avenue. 

The route from the city toward the river is 
along the Mason and Turner’s ferry road for 
some distance. Track is laid on this road past 
the city dumping ground more than three 
miles out, and is also Jaid in the direction of 
the city. The line enters the cityon Jones 
avenue, running’to Marietta street, thence 
over Mariettaa short distance to Jones ave- 
nue, andon that to Luckie street, thence on 
Luckie to Spring, on Spring to Walton and 
along Walton to the First Baptist church. 

Mr. C. J. Simmons, whois the wheelhorse 
in this enterprise, is now in New York. It is 
understood that the money to build the line 
was furnished by northern capitalists, who 
were made secure by a margin of real estate 
along the rightof way. Atlanta is growing 
toward the river very fast, and itis believed 
that with the stimulus of an electric line the 
country will soon be built up sufficiently 
to give the road a _ paying passenger 
business. A number of people have talked 
about duminy lines and electric lines to the 
Chattahoochee, and a great deal has been said 
about their enterprises in the papers, but it re- 
mained for Mr. Simmons and Dr. Baker to do 
the work with such dispatch and so little talk 
that few people realize what is all but accom- 
plished. At the present rate it will not take 
many weeks to complete the work. 

The character of the line is worthy of atten- 
tion. The rail is unusually heavy—so heavy 
that it might easily be mistaken for a regular 
railroad but for the presence of the electric 
tie wires which connect the rails. Mr. Sim- 


mons has been quoted as saying that he in- | 


tended to haul freight by electricity on this 
line. The idea is suggested that the city 
waterworks might give him a good deal to do. 
Possibly freight will be as much a business 
as passenger traffic between here and the Chat- 
tahooche. 

The Westview Line. 

Another line which has been progressing 
with remarkable rapidity is the Consolidated 
company’s line to Westview cemetery. It 
branches off from the Walker street line to 
West End in the neighborhood of Walker 
street church and goes by way of Tatnall 
street to West Hunter. Over that street it 
goes to Westview. Mr. C. P. Matlack, the 
superintendent, said yesterday that the line 
would be in operation to Westview cemetery 


_ by January Ist. 


Another Line to West End. 

The Broad and Walker street line to West 
End is now in operation beyond the trestle at 
the further side of West End, where it con- 
nects with a horse car for West End. The old 
horse car route out Broad, Mitchell, Thomp- 
son, Walker and Peters streets is followed, and 
from the former terminus it goes out Ashb 
street to the further limits of West End. 
Along Ashby street a beautiful territory is 
opened up for’ residences. The land 
is high and rolling, and within 
the _ social reach of- West End. 
A new car was | o on this line Sunday and 
makes the round trip leaving Marietta street 
every fifty minutes. A week or so later 
enough cars will be puton to make aschedule 
leaving Marietta street every fifteen minutes. 


A Large Mileage. 


The mileage of Atlanta’s street railroads has 
increased amazingly this year. By the Ist of 
January, the Consolidated company will have 
in operation forty-five miles of electric line, 
seventeen miles of dummy roads and four or five 
miles of horse car line—altogether about sixty- 
seven miles. Within the next six months it is 
expected that a good part of the twenty-two 
miles will be saupeet with electricity. Be- 
sides this the barracks line has about eight 
miles in operation and within 
a few weeks the Atlanta and Chat- 
tahoochee will run over eight miles more. 
The year will open with three companies 
operating eighty-three miles of line, sixty-one 
miles of which will be run by electricity. 
Comparing this with the situation on the first 
of last January, whe est End and a large 
part of the city were protesting against a mis- 
erable, worn-out horse car service, the prog- 
ress of the year will be appreciated. 

Atlanta has built 150 houses less than usual 
this year, but she has gained in track and 
equipment of carlines much more than enough 
to make the difference. 7

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 7.—The stock market 
was little more animated today than usual for the last 
two weeks, and while displayingon the wholea firm 
tone in the general list, pressure brought to bear by 
professionals$upon a few stocksigave rather a weak 
character to the market. Movements in most of the 
list, however, were like those for the past month, 
small and insignificant, and while there was good 
buying of many of the prominent shares, notably 
Vanderbilts and Industrials, there was special pressure 
made upon Northern Pacific stocks, and later upon 
Missouri Pacific. At the same time Union Pacific 
sympathized with the weakness in these shares. 
Pacific Mail was sold down on the loss of one of its 
new steamers. Missouri Pacific preferred was under 
the hammer throughout the entire day, and its early 
loss was insignificant, common following closely, but 
it was not until late inthe afternoon, when Missouri 
Pacific was attacked with such vigor, that the general 
list gave evidence of being affected in any way by the 
pressure. The opening was generally at small ad- 
vances over Saturdey’s prices,and notwithstanding

NEW YORK, December 7—[Special.}—Our cables ad- 
vise that a mistake in cabling The Chronicle figures of 
the crop in sight last Saturday caused a decline in the 
Liverpool market at the opening this morning, but a 
prompt correction of this mistake resulted in a quick 
recovery and a firm closing at an advance of 2-64d on 
Saturday’s figures. Here the market showed a slight 
decline at the opening, but when the cause of the early 
decline in Liverpool was understood a prompt recoyery 
ensued, and the market advanced some 16 points over 
Saturday. The advices that New Orleans receipts to- 
morrow would be 30,000 bales caused a decline to 8,22 
for March by 20’clock. The market will continue to 
be governed entirely by receipts. Prices seem to be 
pretty well adjusted to the erpestation of 8,000,000 
bales, and any assurance afforded by the movement 
that the crop would not exceed that figure would, we 
think, induce large purchases by an element who are 
coming to believe that this supply is not dispropor- 
tionate to the probabilities of consumption at these 
prices. Mr. A. Shepperson, in his issue of “Cotton 
Facts,’’ published on Saturday, says: “he preponder- 
ance of weil informed opinion is that there is in every 
state except in Texas a reduction from last year’s yield.” 
This reduction he estimates as follows: The Carolinas 
30 per cent, Georgia and Florida 20 per cent, Mississip- 
pi, Alabama and Arkansas 10 per cent and Louisiana 
and Tennessee 15 per cent. On the basis of these fig- 
ures he makes the crop 7,814,00 bales, to which he adds 
226,000 bales of last year’s crop uncounted on Septem- 
ber Ist, making the total commercial crop 8,040,000 
bales. Aiter 2 0’clock the market was steadier, clos- 
ing finally at about Saturday’s prices. The selling 
which was induced on the estimates of heavy reecipts 
tomorrow at New Orleans was ina measure offset by 
buying orders from that market where for some rea- 
son the sentimrnt seems to have changed. If the pre- 
dictions of a heavy movement tomorrow are not real- 
ized higher prices will result.

NEW YORK, December 7—Our Liverpool friends 
wired us this morning that, in response to the better 
advices which we gave them on Saturday, their mar- 
ket opened at an advance. Subsequently, however, 
under efforts by bears the whole improvement was lost 
and their market was actually lower than on Saturday 
when we opened here this morning. Notwithstanding 
this no especial weakness transpired; and, although the 
first trading was ata decline of 4@5 points, some in- 
quiry and an absence of sellers very soon resulted in 
an advance of nearly 10 points over the call price. 
Values thereafter remained yery steady until noon, 
when it was wired from New Orleans that receipts at 
that port tomorrow were expected to be about 32,000 
bales.

THE GRAND JURY WILL MEET TODAY. 


W hat Is Going On in the Various Depart- 
ments of the Courthouse—State and 
County Taxes Pouring In, 


There were two divisious of the city court of 
Atlanta sitting yesterday. The first division 
was presided over by Judge Howard Van Epps, 
and Judge Thomas P. Westmoreland pre- 
sided over the second division. Both were de- 
voted to civil business, and a number of im- 
portant cases were cither tried or settled. 

The First Division. 

The first case called was that of George S- 
Harris vs. the Richmond and Danville Rail- 
road Company, lessee of the Georgia Pacific 
railway. This was a suit for $10,000 dam- 
ages for personal injuries sustained 
by the plaintiff in a_ collision’ in 
Alabama. He was an employe of the 
road and in his declaration he alieged that the 
accident was caused by negligence on the part 
of the defendant’s servants, Before the case 
was opened it was marked settled by the con- 
sent of counsel. 

In the case of Andrew Jones vs. the Rich- 
mond and Danville Kailroad Company, 
lessees of the Georgia Pacific railway, plain- 
tiff, by leave of the court, entered a re- 
traxit. : 

The case of Amos Purifoy vs. the same, was 
settied. Soalse was the case of Green Mabam 
vs. the same defendant. 

In the case of the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company, for use, etc., vs. W. F. Arnold et. 
a!., judgment was entered for the plaintiff for 
£105, interest and costs. 

In the case of Aaron Haas vs. the Atlanta 
and Florida Railroad Company, the jury ren- 
dered a verdict for the plaintiff for $3,000 
principal, $585 interest and costs. 

The case of Charles A. Rebb vs. the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railway 
Company was taken up, This is an action for 
€15,000 damages for the loss of the plaintiff's 
lez, aud for other personal injuries sustained 
by being thrown from an engine in an attempt 
to couple it with arunaway car. The case 
is full of interesting points. A great many 
witnesses are waiting to testify, and the case 
will consume al! of today. Messrs. Thomas 
Corrigan and Burton Smith appear for the 
plaintiff, and the corporation is represented by 
Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster and Howell. 

The Second Division. 

The first case. called was that of W. W. 
Goodrich vs. Mrs. S. J. Handy. <A judgment 
was rendered for the plaintiff. 

In the case of the Atianta Exchange and 
Banking Company vs. G. D. Hall, a verdict 
was rendered for the plaintiff for $250, interest 
and cost. 

The case of the Atlanta Mattressand Spring 
Bed Company vs, P. H. Snook was settled by 
consent of the parties. 

The case of the Standard Saloon Fixture 
Company vs. C. D. Kinnebrew et al., was con- 
tinued Ly consent. 

Both divisions of the city court will resume 
business today. 

Charter Granted. 

Judge Marshall J. Ciarke yesterday granted 
acharter for twenty years to the West Atlanta® 
Land Company. The incorporators are H. H. 
Goldsmith, S. M. Goldsmith, H. H. Cabaniss, 
C, P. Byrd, J. W. Greene, J. M. Stephens, W. 
E. Haney, A. H. VanDyke, J. K. Ohl, W. D. 
Smith and John W. Robbins. The capital 
stock, which is $62,000, may be increased to 
$200,000 Messrs. Candler & Thomson are the 
company’s attorneys. The company’s object 
is to do a general business in land,

A Mother Comes All the Way From 
Wisconsin 


TO CLAIM THE BODY OF HER SON, 


———e 


Who Had Been Killed in a Railroad Ac- 
cident-The Wrong Body 
Taken Up. 


Macon, Ga., December 7,—[Special.]—Here 
is asad and interesting case. 

One year ago a young man from Wisconsin, 
named S. H. McKinney, a telegraph operator, 
fell off a train at Baxley, Ga., and was killed. 
He was buried in the ceinetery near Baxley. 

Last Thursday Mrs. Farris, mother of the 
deceased, came to Macon, purchased a small 
headstone, and went to Baxley to put it on the 
grave of her loved son. The grave was pointed 
out to her by those in charge of the cemetery, 
and the stone was put in position. She wept 
tears over the grave that had one year 
before received the cherished remains of her 
boy, and she then left Baxley and 
returned to Macon, preparatory to departing 
to her far northwestern home. 

The Wrong Body Taken. 


On reaching Macon she concluded to have 
the remains of herson carried to Wieconsin 
for permanent interment, so she purchased a 
handsome casket from Undertaker Dennis 
Keating and got him to ship it to Baxley and 
go with her to Baxley to disinter the body and 
ship it to Wisconsin. Mrs. Farris and Under- 
taker Keating left Macon Saturday morning. 
They reached Baxley duly on time, repaired 
to the cemetery and took the coffin from the 
grave that had been inted out as that of 
young McKinney, nth ip transferred the body 
from the old coffin to the new casket. 
The body was considerably decomposed, 
but Mrs. Farris wept over it as 
the mortal remains of one who had in life been 
handsome, graceful and active, and much be- 
loved by her.. She took alock of hair from 
the head and placed it securely about her per- 
son, asthe last memento of her son. The 
casket was sealed up and the body shipped to 
Macon, to be reshipped to Wisconsin. The 
casket, and Undertaker Keating and Mrs. Far- 
ris, arrived in Macon Saturday night, at 7:10 
o’clock, from Baxley. On arrival they were 
met at the depot by Trainmaster Beggs, of 
the East Tennessee railroad, with a dispatch 
from Baxley, notifying him to detain the 
casket in Macon, as the wrong body had been 
removed, and that the remains of McKinney 
were still in the grave in tle Baxley cemetery. 


The Body Sent Back. 


This information was a great sur- 
prise to Undertaker Keating and a 
crushing blow to Mrs. Farris. The body was 
reshipped from Macon to Baxley accompanied 
by Undertaker Keating and Mrs. Farris, and 
will be reinterred and the remains of Mc- 
Kinney will be removed for shipment to Wis- 
consin.

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MR. GANTT RETIRES. 


A Change of Editors of The Southern 
Alliance Farmer. 


MR. M. D. IRWIN SUCCEEDS MR. GANTT. 


The Latter Will Retire to His Oconee 
County Farm, but Will Contribute 
tothe Alliance Organ. 


The Southern Alliance Farmer makes its 
last appearance under the editorial manage- 
ment of Editor Larry Gantt today. 

Mr. M. D. Irwin, a well-Known newspaper 
man, steps in and takes Mr. Gantt’s place, he 
having bought the stock formerly owned by 
Mr. Gantt. 

Mr. Gantt retires from the practical man- 
agement of the paper today, but will continue 
to contribute to its editorial page. He will 
write for one or two alliance papers also, be- 
sides the alliance organ, andin all his edito- 
rials will wield the free lance in his own char- 
acteristic style. 

Mr. Irwin, who succeeds Mr. Gantt in the 
active editorial and business management of 
the paper, is at present editor and proprietor 
ot The Conyers Solid South, the official organ 
of Rockdale. He will sever his connection 
with that paper in order to give his whole 
time and attention to the alliance organ. 

He is a son-in-law of Colonei Peek, the pres- 
ident of the alliance exchange, and this fact 
has given rise to the story that the deal is for 
the purpose of booming Colonel Peek for gov- 
ernor. 

The Macon Telegraph of Sunday printed an 
article stating that the breach between Colonel 
Peek and President Livingston was growing, 
and it was the general talk that Colonel Peek 
had his son-in-law purchase the controlling 
interest in the official organ of the state 
alliance to boom his candidacy for the gov- 
ervorship. 

This was denied by a prominent official of 
the state alliance yesterday. 

“There is no political. significance in the 
change,” saidhe. “It is simply a business 
transaction—nothing more. Mr. Gantt would 
have continued with the paper if his health 
would have admitted of it. But his failing 
health required a change from the hard duties 
connected with the management of The Alli- 
ance Farmer. The paper will continue to ad- 
vocate alliance principles, without booming 
any particular candidate for office.”’ 

A Card from Mr. Gantt. 
Mr. Gantt writes the following card explain- 


ing his retirement: 

Earcos CONSTITUTION—On Friday last I handed 
to your elevator man a communication correcting 
some minor statements in your report of the 
change in the business of The Southern Alliance 
Farmer. That communication was mislaid, I 
learn. 

I had nothing whatever to do with the financial 
management of the paper until the 12th of Sep- 
tember last, since whica time L have had sole con- 
trgl, both of its editorial and finances. Upto 
that time Mr. H.C. Brown attended exclusively to 
the financial department. I only advanced 
the paper about four hundred and fift 
dollars in cash shortly after I became connectec 
wita it, in February last, until Mr. Brown retired. 
I simply wrote editorials and Knew nothing what- 
ever of the business affairs of the office. I have 
no desire to detract from Mr, Brown any credit 
due him or assume any responsibility about the 
financial! matters of the office, that belong to him. 
1 only held about one-fourth of the stock ($3,500). 
The remainder was held by anumber of individ- 
uals. 

‘Owing to my health I disposed of my 
interest in the paper. to Mr. Irwin 
but will continue toassist himin his editorial 
work from mytarm. I have nointention of re- 
tiring from journalism, but the state of my 
healt 
actiye life.

TRAGEDY AT A FROLIC. 


One Negro Killed and Another Badly 
Wounded. 

Norwoop, Ga., December 7.—[Special.]— 
One of the most foul and cowardly murders 
that was ever enacted in Warren county was 
committed last Saturday night at a negro 
frolic on the Young place, in north Warren, 
owned by the McGinty estate. 

Bad whisky was at the bottom of it. John 
Booker, colored, was the factor of the dia- 
bolic tragedy, and Felix Lewis, aged twelve 
or fifteen years, the unfortunate victim.

DARIEN, Ga., December 7.—[Special.]—The 
mate of the schooner D. H. Rivers, who ar- 
rived at Liverpool on Monday from St. Simon’s 
mills, says that the cyclone encountered by 
that vessel on its passage across, was the worst 
he had ever experienced.

AN UNSATISFACTORY CHANGE 
In the Electric Schedule Between Inman 
Park and West End. 

Since the completion of the electric lines 
between Inman Park and West End a sched- 
ule of ten minutes between cara from each 
terminus has been operated, but it is so no 
more, and the patrons of the line are accord- 
ingly distressed. 

Cars now run fifteen minutes apart when 
they are on time. 

The trouble is between Mr. Hurt and Mayor 
Nelms, of West End. President Hurt says 
that it was found that the West End terminus 
was about two blocks too far out to allow the 
cars to be run ten minutes 
apart, and in order to make 
that schedule he ordered them stopped that 
far this side of the usual stopping place, Law- 
ton street in West End being made the ter- 
minus instead of Holderness street. Mayor 
Nelms and the West End council demanded 
that the cars run to the West End limit line, 
at Holderness street, and to do so President 
Hurt has stopped the ten-minute effort and 
gone back to the old mule car interval—fifteen 
minutes. 

‘If they want that sort of a service I can 
give it to them,” said he, ‘‘but it seems hard 
that the people along the other three miles of 
the linein Atlanta to Edgewood, should be 
made to suffer for it, particularly when there 
are only two houses in the two blocks on 
which it is insisted that we shall run the 
cars,”’
